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REMARKS 

The above amendments are in response to the Ex Parte 
Quayle action mailed October 10, 2008, indicating that the 
application is in condition for allowance except for certain 
formal matters. In the Action, the Examiner indicated that 
Applicants 1 claim for the benefit of a prior-filed application
